Upland Escapes 
Smudge Clouds 


Following four days of more 

or less of smudging in this 
part of California’s citrus coun- 
try, warmer weather has ar- 
rived and Upland has_ seen 
no smudge clouds for the past 
three mornings. Tuesday night 
brought amend to the cold spell 
which sent the temperature as 
low as 27. It looked like an- 
other cold one Tuesday, but 
during the night there came a 
shift in the wind that sent the 
mercury up. Although there 
was very little smudging here 
Wednesday morning, the sec- 
tion toward Los Angeles had 
plenty of low lying clouds that 
came from the oil pots. 
‘ Upland missed practically all 
of the smudging that went on 
through the cold period. Some 
of the lemon growers lighted 
their smudge pots but general- 
ly speaking there was little fir- 
ing here. However, the lower 
sections around us were over- 
cast by the smoke clouds. On- 
tario and Pomona were centers 
of smudging and toward the 
Redlands country there was a 
great quantity of the smoke. 
One man driving near Colton 
Wednesday morning states that 
he could not gee fifteen feet 
ahead on account of the smudge 
clouds around him.
